HONESTY AND EFFICIENCY. 
PRESIDENT HAYES’ MOTTO. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 13.—President 
Hayes takes frequent occasion to inform Sen- 
ators and members of Congress of his views as 
to the relations which ought to exist between 
them and the Executive in the matter of ap- 
pointments to office. He says that he shali be 
lad to receive their reeommendations, and 
shall, no doubt, in many cases appoint the can- 
didates they indorse, but if he sees proper to 
select somebody else he does not want them to 
think that their rights have been invaded, 
and that they have consequently cause 
to take offense. Under the old sys- 
tem, he says, a Congressman selected 
from among the applicants for office in bis dis- 
trict whatever man he preferred, and after he 
had indorsed him his appointment followed as a 
matter of course, the Executive performing the 
mere formal function of signing the papers. 
This system the President means to break up. 
He believes that it is a gross perversion of the 
Constitution to haye the appointing power vir- 
tually exercised by Senators and Representa- 
tives. He feels that he is responsible for the 
character of all the Presidential appointees, and 
that it is his duty to use his best efforts to se- 
cure the services for the Government of 

THE MOST COMPETENT AND HONEST MEN. 
This is a duty, he holds, which he has no right 
to delegate to others, nor is he willing that. 
under the plea of custom, others should take it 
out of his hands. These ideas, although usually 
received in the presence of the President with 
acquiescence, cannot be said to meet with gen- 
eral favor among members of Congress. There 
are a few who warmly approve them, and who 
would really be glad to be relieved of the busi- 
ness of getting offices for thcir constituents. 
These, however, are men of such influence that 
they look upon the distribution of patron 
as of no advan . The 14 of the 
members of both Houses think t 
theory is Quixotic, and prophesy its speedy 
abandonment. If they believed it would be 
— in practice they would be more earnest in 

heir expressions of dislike and opposition than 
they now are. It is easy to predict from the 
President’s firmness, however, that 

NO AMOUNT OF OPPOSITION 
he is tg to encounter from Congress will di- 
vert him from his purpose of making a thorough 
reform in this regard. President Hayes appears 
equally determined not to have his time taken 
up with hearing the entreaties of the horde of 
office-seekers who throng the ante-rooms at the 
White House every day. His private secretary 
makes himself a breakwater to protect his chief 
against the assaults of these people. 
are referred to the heads of departments. From 
these high officers they get little encourage- 
ment, for the rule of making no removals ex- 
cept for cause now prevails in all branches of 
the public service. 
FOR INSTANCE. 

The promotion of Noah P. Clark to the post- 
tion of Postmaster at Auburn, N. Y., has been 
made in strict accordance with the principles of 
Civil-Service reform. Richardson, the present 
Postmaster, has held the office eight years, and 
secured it under peculiar circumstances. When 
Gen. Grant accompanied Andrew Johnson as 
he swung around the circle, a young son of 
Richardson was in some way injured in his 
struggle to catch a glimpse of the distinguish- 
ed party. After Gen. Grant became President, 
Richardeon wrote to him telli bim the 
story. In this way he .arou the sym- 
pathy of the President, who, with- 
out consulting with the Representative from 
that district or with the citizens of Auburn, 
made him Postmasterthere. Clark, the deputy 
had already been in the office eight years. and 
during the whole of Gen. Grant’s Administra- 
tion has performed most of the duties of the 
office, while Richardson has had the salary and 
the honor. Now that the office is to become va- 
cant by the expiration of Richardson’s commis- 
sion, a great number of the citizens of Auburn 
have requested that Clark, whose sixteen years’ 
service makes him better fitted for the place 
than any one else, be promoted, and it is under- 
stood t Postinaster-Gencral Key has con- 
cluded to grant the request.

THE AGTrA rom AGAIN AT WORK. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuincoron, D. C., March 13.—There is no 
doubt that the Cuban agitators are about to 
renew their efforts for recognition. The with- 
drawal of Fish from the State Department and 
the appointment of E is to be made the 
basis of the agitation. was resolutely op- 
posed to any measures looking towards the in- 
dependence of Cuba, orto the disturbance of 
friendly relations with Spain. He, on two or 
three important occasions, used the conserva- 
tive power which restrained the President and 
undoubtedly prevented our Government from 
taking a position which might have resulted in 
a war of conquest. Tho National Republican 
says upon this sublect: — 

After eight years of struggle for precisely the 
same principles which caused the great uprising of 
the people of the North, the war still goes on be- 
tween the poorly-fed patriot of Cuba and the 
gilded minion of Spanish despotism. The irre- 
pressible conflict is waged without one word of 
sympathy from the Government which has pro- 
claimed the emancipation of a race, or from the 
people who fought to obtain it. Our late Secretary 
of State en this question seems to have been lulled 
into apathy by some suger-coated anodyne, 
and even the promises of ‘the Spanish Gov- 
ernment, reluctantly made after the brutal 
massacre of unarmed men, and the 
insult to the American flag are yet uanfalfilied. 
Burriel struts through Spain in all his native inso- 
lence, deflant and unpunished. Ryan and Fry still 
lie in desecrated graves at Santiago de Cuba. The 
salute to the American flag never has been fired, 
and the war of desolation on the Island of Cuba 
goes on unrebuked. For all the forbearance on the 
part of our Government we bave Tweed. The 
policy of Spain has been violent even to blind mad- 
ness. She promised ago to strike the 
fetters from the slaves, but she deceived us. 
She promised years that they should have 
a fair dnd just representation inthe Spanish Cor- 
tes, but she has never kept her word. She agreed 
to furnish the island with rulers who would be just 
and honest, and instead she sent it mercenary men 
who turned homes into graveyards, and hopes into 


sorrow. 
It is with great rejoicing that the American - 
ple welcome the incoming Administration aol the 
patriotic Secretary of State, whose love of the eter- 
nal principles of justice and right will, we 
believe, in due me bring relief to the 
struggling Cubans, whose independence we 
now belicve is near at hand. The 
position of President Hayes upon the Cuban ques- 
tion is not known. If he was as earnest for Cuban 
independence as Grant at times was, and had in 
his Secretary of State as strong a sympathizer for 
Cuba as Evarts is reported to be, there might be 
something in the movement. 
A SIGNIFICANT REMARK 

was made by a noted Louisiana Conservatise 
here to-day with respect to the Cuban question. 
He said that if Hayes’ Southern policy proved 
successful, nothing would be apt to more firmly 
establish it in the South than a lively Cuban 
breeze. 

Meanwhile, the Spanish Minister has notified 
the President that no one in Spain has anv t 
to say. and that his Government does not be- 
lieve,, that the appointment of Evartsand Schurz 
will prove inimical to Spanish interests.

subordinate officials must obey the orders of the

UNDER THE SECOND CLAUSE,

The result of the election yesterday in 
New Hampshire was a complete victory for 
the Republican ticket, State and Congres- 
sional. The Republican candidates for Gov- 
ernor and Railroad Commissioner were 
elected by majorities not varying much 
either way from those of last year—about 
3,000—with the probability of slight Repub- 
lican gains. In the contest for the three 
seats in Congress the Republican candidates 
are all elected—the previous delega- 
tion consisting of two Democrats 
and one Republican. The chief interest 
in New Hampshire outside of the State 
centered in the result as to Congressmen, 
for upon it depended the Democratic major- 
ity inthe next House. By the election of 
three Republicans from New Hampshire the 
House will contain 145 Republicans and 148 
Democrats—.a Democratic majority of three, 
which may be still further reduced by illness 
and failure to attend at the opening of the 
session, not to mention the extreme proba- 
bility that the policy of President Haregs’ 
Administration will secure the support 
of one or more Southern Democratic 
members. The result in New Hampshire is 
especially gratifying as a proof of the fact 
that the inauguration of President Hares 
has been generally accepted as a just and 
satisfactory termination of the Electoral 
complication, and that the new era of pacifi- 
cation and reform is beartily welcomed and 
approved by the country at large. 


PRACTICAL REFORM IN THE CIVIL SERV- 
I 


There was never an era in the history of 
our Government when the President and 
entire Cabinet were so perfectly in accord 
about any policy, or so united, determined, 
and earnest in the realization of a declared 
ambition, as are President Hayes and all the 
members of his Cabinet in the purpose of 
practically reforming the Civil Service. 
Among all the men whom he has selected as 
his advisers and departmental chiefs there is 
not one who belongs to or sympathizes with 
the machine, and all are inclined to sacrifice 
personal considerations, party claims, and 
clique influences to the end that the Govern- 
ment may return to its earlier practices, and 
asystem be established whereby tenure of 
office shall be assured during good behavior 
and competent discharge of duty. ‘The 
President himself assumed at the outset 
a position which will enable him to resist 
personally every temptation to depart from 
this rule. In accepting the nomination he 
declared explicitly that he would not be a 
candidate for re-election. So long as the 
power of appointment and removal is lodged 
in the President, this is the basis and 
starting-point of Civil- Service reform. Dx 
TocquevILLE remarked as much many years 
„before the abuse of our spoils system 
had become so patent as they are now. A 
President who has voluntarily excluded him- 
self from an extension of power beyond his 
first term will bela party to no intrigues and 
the tool of no rings or cliques; an honorable 
Administration and a pure Civil Service fur- 
nish him with an ambition so exalted that 
no other can tempt him away from it in 
the absence of an effort or opportunity 
to extend his own term of power. In 
this we have the Vice-President’s assurance 
that he will avoid every interference with 
the distribution of patronage, and merely 
give his honest convictions about the fitness 
of men for place when his advice is asked. 
Coming to the Cabinet, we find it unani- 
mously inclined to observe all the principles 
of a scientific and business system of Civil 
Service, and, in the absence of any Jaw gov- 
erning the subject, the Cabinet will adopt 
rules of itsown which will be as binding 
upon them as a law would be. Messrs. 
Scuurz and Evarrs are now engaged upon 
the preparation of such rules. The hope of 
reform, so long deferred and so ridiculously 
travestied from time to time by both parties, 
is now likely to be realized. 

There is no demagogism in the reform of 
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addressing the clerks and heads of bureaux 
transferred 


the people, and President Hares’ successor 
will be excluded by law from the temptation 
which he has voluntarily put away. The 
basis of a permanent Civil Service having 
been established, it will be an easy matter to 
make such laws and such regulations as will 
insure the purification and efficiency of the 
national system in the future. 


WHY WE CANNOT HAVE A REFORM 
: SCHOOL. 


The Chicago 7'imes, in its issue of Sunday 
last, had an appeal for a school for the 
confinement and reform of youthful vagrants 
and criminals of both sexes,” and, after pict- 
uring the degree of crime and dissoluteness 
prevailing among news-boys, news-girls, ap- 
ple-girls, and boot-blacks, it says : 

It is not merely a matter of justice and mercy, 
but it is one of economy, to care for these classes 
at the time when they are standing on the threshold 
of a criminal life. As a mere matter of dollars 
and cents, it is much better to handle crime in its 
infancy. It costs much leas to eradicate evil from 


a child by proper reformatory than to 
attempt to reform and control the child when it 
has reached maturity and become a hardened crim- 


inal. 

There is no exception to be taken to this 
moralizing, and there is no doubt of the im- 
perative need of sach a reformatory institu- 
tion; but how are we to obtain it so long as 
the courts stand in the way? It is but a 
few years ago that we had such a school, 
and a good one, excellently managed and ac- 
complishing a beneficent work, when it was 
summarily broken up and the city was com- 
pelled to abandon it. Within its walls were 
gathered waifs of every description, young 
criminals who could not be sent to the Pen- 
itentiary or Bridewell, children of dissolute 
pare and street vagrants turned loose 
from their wretched homes. They were 
cleaned, clothed, and schooled, and taught to 
work in gardening and mechanical trades. 
Their manners and their morals were looked 
after. ‘They were happy and contented, and 
bade fair to grow up useful men 
and women. That school was do- 
ing a great and good work, and 
was in the very prime of its usefulness 
when Judge McA.iuwrer, by a decision in a 
case before him, struck it to its death with a 
technical objection. Uniess this decision 
was warranted by positiveqlaw, it was one of 
the most unfortunate judgments ever ren- 
dered by a Judge in the State of Illinois. 
Even if there were law forit, it was none 
the lessa public misfortune,—one that opened 
all the flood-gates of juvenile crime. His 
decision was to the effect that no child could 
be imprisoned in the Reform School unless it 
had first been guilty of crime. The State 
has an institution of that kind,—a juvenile 
penitentiary,—but this was not such a school. 
It was a house of refuge, a reformatory 
school, not a place for the punish- 
ment of criminals. It was an institution 
whose purpose it was to take these 
waifs of the gutters, these homeless, 
abandoned children, teach them morality, 
give them a chance of learning some useful 
trade, inspire them with self-respect, and 
thus keep them out of the jails and peniten- 
tiaries. It was doing this work with won- 
derful success, and it had attained «rch a 
wide-spread reputation that committees came 
here from other cities to witness its operations 
and study its methods. The decision of 
Judge McAuuister, however, closed its doors. 
The city had to abandon it and return the 
property to the county. There has not been 
any school of the kind since that decision, 
and, even if the city were disposed to estab- 
lish a reformatory -school, it cannot do it 
while that decision stands. It is one of the 
most pressing needs of Chicago that these 
juvenile offenders should be reformed, but 
the law, as expounded by the Court, stands 
in the way. When the decision was made, 
as the Times says, the facilities of Chicago 
for growing crime were increased from 
20 to 50 per cent. 
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THE PROPOSED NORMAL SCHOOL. 

It is evident that the Illinois Senate will 
pass the bill appropriating $50,000 for estab- 
lishing an additional Normal University for 
the northern part of the State, and it is prob- 
ably understood that the proposition will 
receive the sanction of the House. The 
whole proposition might be opposed on the 
ground that there are already State, county,

The scheme has bea to perpetuate the 
power and consequeice, and promote the 
ambitious hopes of conspicuous politicians. 
Thus Cabinets have ben made up of mem- 
bers, each representirg the personal interest 
of some expectant of the Presidency ; each 
of these expectants chims and exercises ex- 
. clusive authority to mke removals and ap- 
pointments within a prticular district ; each 
Senator and Represenative claims and ex- 
ercises a portion of his power, and the 
Presidential authority s limited to carrying 
out the dictation of he members of Con- 
gress. The result is tht the Civil Service has 
become largely incompetent and dishonest. 
To the maintenance d this system, power, 
especially in the Senat, is requisite, and to 
retain this power it ha been deemed neces- 
sary to recognize, supprt, and maintain by 
force a constituency n the reconstructed 
States for the carpet-ag adventurers who 
represent those States ia the Senate, and for 
those who nominally wt as Governors and 
other State officers. ieh of these policies 
have been zealously maintained by that body 
of politicians who compose what is appro- 
priately styled the machne. 

A respectable Repubican who carefully 
disclaims any sympatny with machine pol- 
itics complains that, in the discussion of 
President Ham policies, unkind references 
are made to the machine and its operators, 
and insists that it was by the efforts of these 
same machine men that the Republicans car- 
ried the election; and he wirningly intimates 
that any criticism of the machine men may 
so anger them that at the approaching munic- 
ipal election they may allow the Republic 
an candidates to be defeated We notice 
this complaint because it is said to represent 
the views of many Republican. 

It should be remembered that the general 
closeness of the last Presideatial election, 
and especially the closeness in such Repub- 
lican States as Ohio, Wisconsin, Illinois, and 
California, was due to the unsavory record 
made by the machine politicians, who had 
reduced the Civil Service to a nest of cor- 
ruption ; who had shared in the briberies of 
Paéific Mail; who had plundered the Treas- 
ury with back-pay; and who had filled the 
revenue offices with thieves. It was the dis- 
trust of thousands in all these States that 
President Hares would not have the courage 
to put the machine at defiance either to re- 
form the Civil Service or break up the policy 
of running dishonest State Governments by 
military force. Look at the following reso- 
lution adopted by the Illinois State Conven- 
tion when appointing delegates to Cincin- 
nati : 

That the policy of leniency by the Republican 
party toward the people recently in rebellion 
against Federal authority, having resulted in death 
by violence of at least 5,000 Unionists, white and

The continual assaults upon him 
are manifestly unfair, and the assanits upon 
Mayor Hxarn for retaining in office a man 
who has done his duty are just as uncharit- 
able and unreasonable. Other men may 
have qualifications for the offices, both of 
Mayor and of Police Superintendent. If we 
are to have opposition to these gentlemen, 
let it be based upon the issue of qualifica- 
tion. There is not a citizen of Chicago 
who can offera valid objection to Mayor 
Harn upon the score of capability for the 
office or of faithful performance of its du- 
ties. The charges alleged against the pres- 
ent municipal administration are altogether 
too small and inadequate to make a serious 
issue. Their only effect will be to produce 
a reaction in the public mind, and that was 
already commenced. Mayor Harn has 
proved himself to be an energetic, honest, 
capable man, and has already proved to be 
one of the best, if not the best, Mayor Chi- 
cago has had for a quarter of a century. 
Let his opponents bring forward a single 
fact that will controvert his honesty or capa- 
bility, or hold their peace. 


A RAGING TOOTH. 

The imprisonment and subsequent release 
of the contumacious Mr. Toorn, Rector of 
St. James’, Hatcham, England, have created 
a wide-spread excitement throughout that 
country, and have furnished also a new 
weapon to the opponents of the Church Es- 
tablishment. There are probably those in 
England and elsewhere who regard Mr. 
Toorn’s incarceration as a species of martyr- 
dom, and others who look upon it as a gross 
innovation of personal rights. At this dis- 
tance from Mr. Toorn's prison and St. Jame’s, 
Hatcham, the affair appears rather comical 
than otherwise, and church-members in this 
country will be disposed to envy the late 
parishioners of Mr. Toorn, who can rely 
upon the law to step in relieve them of het- 
erodox ministrations. Ifa Baptist congre- 
gation in this city, for instance, should be 
afflicted with a clergyman believing in Uni- 
versalist doctrines, and that clergyman 
should preach that there were neither 
devil nor hell, and continue to preach 
it, notwithstanding the remonstratices 
of his flock, they would most undoubtedly 
be delighted to have a policeman step in 
some Sunday morning and take their minis- 
ter to the station-house, consign him to the 
uttermost darkness, or do anything else that 
would keep him out of their pulpit. This 
was substantially the case with the English 
Rector. He was a Toots that would not be 
extracted. His parishioners were Low- 
Church. He was a Ritualist of the extreme 
sort. He not only preached offensive doc- 
trines, but he made the prescribed ritual 
offensive with certain forms, rites, proces- 
sions, and geunflections borrowed from the 
Greek and Roman Churches. His parishion- 
ers protested, but he paid no attention to 
their protesta. They appealed to their 
Bishop to protect them, and the Bishop in- 
hibited him from preaching in the diocese 
for three months. He paid no attention to 
the demand of his superior. The Bishop 
sent another clergyman to fill his place, but 
he would not allow the stranger to officiate. 
By this time the Rev. Toorn had reached 
that point where, if the law did not step in 
and remove him from St. James’, Hatcham, 
his parishioners would eject him from the 
pulpit, of t armis. The law did step in, 
and, under authority of the amended act of 
Parliament covering such cases, the Rev. 
Toora suddenly found himself an inmate of 
Horsemonger-Lane Jail upon the charge of 
contempt. Meanwhile a new clergyman en- 
tered into possession of St. James’, Hatch- 
am, and the ceremonial of worship was re- 
duced to the simplicity required by law. 
This having been done, his late parishion- 
ers, being no longer aggrieved, made a for- 
mal application that the contumacious Toorn 
should be released. The application wad 
granted, and Mr. Toorm is free again, but 
must pay the costs of the procedure which 
was necessary to oust him. If he refuses to 
do this, then the parishioners can have their 
claim liquidated by a claim upon his goods 
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clergymen, who are now accomplishing sueh 
a beneficent work outside of their old

In the lat- 
ter year he was a member of the Lower House 
of the Prussian Legislature, where he strenuous- 
ly opposed Bismarck’s policy. The last prom- 
inent act of his life was to strenuously oppose 
the annexation of Alsace and Lorraine, for which 
he was arrested without warrant and im- 
prisoned three weeks.

THE EAST. 
TRYING To REACH AN UNDERSTAN OUWG.: 

Lonpon, March 13. The Zimes says: To- 
day will be memorable in the history of the 
Eastern question. The Cabinet meets to con- 
sider the terms of the agreement among the 
Powers. It does not contain any engagement 
to use coercion in any form. The Powers will 
employ their diplomatic influence in favor of 
the refoms the Conference decided necessary, 
but further than this they will not go No 
term is fixed within which the Powers are to use 
their influence or after which they are to con- 
sider their efforts have failed. When the pro- 
posal which Lord Derby submits to his col- 
leagues has been accepted by the other Euro- 
pean Powers, it is expected that Russia will de- 
clare herself satisfied apd demobilization will 
follow in due course. A protocol to be signed 
by the Porte and countersigned by the Powers 
is the form of agreement which has found most 


The article continues: * We believe if En- 
gland aceepts this, all the other Powers will. 
It then depends upon the temper in which the 
Porte receives the agreement, and the acts with 
which it follows it, to show whether we are on 
the path to final pacification. Ilitherto the Sai- 
tan’s Government has shown no desire to come 
to.terms with Russia. We can only hope that 
the Porte will not, by action or inaction, by pur- 
poseless-or ill-timed obstinacy, frustrate the 
sincere attempts of other States to avert war. 
There has as yet been no beginning of a better 
rule, and the condition of the provinces which 
were the original seats of insurrection is pitia- 
ble in the extreme. The Powers will become 
once more sureties for the Turkish Goverr- 
ment, and, should they fail, the end must come 
at last. 

CONSTANTINOPLE. 

Lonpon, March 13.—A letter to the Times 
from Pera, dated March 8, says many of the 
prisoners who were arrested for alleged com- 
plicity in the plot of Midhat Pasha have been 
liberated. Kemal Bey, Midhat’s Secretary, is 
still imprisoned and examined daily by magis- 
trates. The sudden fit of terror which disorgan- 
ized the whole Government, and placed the 
sovereign at the discretion of alittle Palace 
elique, is hereby shown to continue. The Sul- 
tan’s Council is now more than ever haunted by 
fear of plots. The prevailing popular idea is, 
that the party strongly attached to 
Murad ‘Effendi are busily spreading re- 
ports of his complete recovery, and claim- 
ing his right to restoration. Murad's 
adherents declare that bot’ Turkish and for- 
eigu doctors were unanimous that two or three 
months’ repose would completely restore his 
reason. Their prediction has been fully real- 
ized. Murad is now far more fit for the throne 
than his drunken, terror-haunted brother, and 
it is time they should change places. 

IGNATIEFF’S MISSION. 

Paris, March 13.— The editor of Le Temps had 
an interview with Gen. Ignatieff. He says Ig- 
natieff declared that his mission was to obtain 
a formal sanction to the resolutions of the Con- 
ference. Russia hel! to their substance, but as 
regards the form, would accept indifferently 
either a protocol emanating from the six Pow- 
ers, or a diplomatic instrument signed by Tur- 
key alone, but countersigned by the Powers. 
The protocol, by making manifest the firm re- 
solve of the Powers to see the reforms accom- 
plished, would give the proposals of the Con- 
ference the form of a positive adjuration. 
Russia would not grant Turkey more 
than two months’ grace for executing the re- 
forms.

We must either utilize or 
prepare to disband it.“

The Moscow Gazette, alluding to Mr. Hardy’s 
statement that Eugland's object at the Confer- 
euce was to maintain the pe of Europe and 
the integrity of Turkey, declares that nothing 
can equal the Machiavellism, the immorality, 
effrontery, and deliberate mendacity of British 
politics. According to the Moscow Gazette, the 
Conference was assembled to improve the con- 
dition of the Christian Rayah, regardless of in- 
ternational treaties and Turkish integrity.

CRITICAL CONDITION OF TURKBY. 

—— ch to the London Times, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 27.— The situation of 
affairs in this country becomes every day more 
critical. Our rulers are haunted by a variety of 
terrors urging them to a multitude of confliet- 
iug resolutions, each of which is no sooner 
formed than abandoned. That formidable 
Rassian army, gathering stronger and 
stronger on the frontier of the Pruth 
is a sword bangt by a. threa 
over the Turk’s bead, forbidding every wink of 
sleep, yet allowing no immediate action. for not 
only has the enemy the issues of war and e 
in his hand, but the choice of the battle-field and 
the hour of attack depend on his good pleasure. 
‘No one as yet in Turkey seems disposed to ad- 
vise vffiensive o ous, unless it be Ho- 
bart Pasha, in whose discretion § the 
Turks have not, perhaps, as much con- 
fidence as in dis deadlong _ valor. 
Admiral Hobart Pasha is on all occasions the 
man for bold, decisive measures. He suggests, 
not without good reason, that Turkey has a 

ht, either with or without the support of the 
Western Powers, to address a peremptory de- 
mand to Russia, calling on her to explain her real 
intentions, and to remove her mobilized army 
from the border and —— it on a peace footing. 
It Russia refuses, Hobart Pasha advises in- 
stant declaration of war on the . of Turkey, 
for the Admiral thinks naturally that any ad- 
vance of the Kussians on the Danube would be 
a gauntlet thrown down, not only to Turkey, 
but also to Austria, Germany, and even En- 
gland, and that, with all her blustering, Russia 
is not equal to an enterprise in which she might 
haye to contend with such enemies on 
her flank. Turkey, for her own part, would 
be ready for immediate warlare, at least by 
sea, her English Admiral taking upon himself to 
sweep the Russian squadrons off the Black Sea, 
to destroy the euemy's trade, and blockade, if 
not to bombard, the enemy’s ports. 4 

No later than yesterday the Grand Vizier, 
Edham Pasha, conveyed to some of the diplo- 
inatists here his apprehensions about a concen- 
tration of Austrian troops in Dalma- 
tia. With respect to this warlike move- 
ment the Pasha seems to have positive in- 
tormation, though ne.ther himself nor any one 
could tell what interpretation should be put up- 
on it.—whether Austria was uneasy about some 
intended disturbance in her South Slavish 
Provinces; or whether she deemed a Turko- 
Russian war inevitable, and wished to guaran- 
tee her neutrality by a stout defensive attitude 
on her frontier; or whether the League of the 

Emperors had at once become a reality, 
and the moment was ripe for their long: 
contemplated joint execution on Turkey,—in 
which case, while Russia invaded Bulgaria, 
Austria would be directed to occupy Bosnia. 
To guess Austria’s real mind, or to know what 
and where Austria is, no man here is deemed 
competent. All that the Turks kuow is, that 
the Cabinets at Pesth and Vienna are at logger- 
heads, that the Slavic party is strong 
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Midhat because he would not put 
up with a Grand Vizier who presumed to rule 
in his sovereign’s name; and he is now, appar- 
ently, forsaken by Edbem because the present 
Grand Vizier objects to be made the mere tool 
of his sovereign’s caprice and of his chamber- 
lains’ and eunuchs' intrigues. 
GERMANY. 
ALSACE AND LORRAINE. 

London, March 13.—A dispatch from Berlin 
says a recent order of the German authorities 
asserting that the men who formerly served in 
the French army should quit Alsace and Lor- 
raine immediately or accept German nationality 
will be brought to the notice of the Reichstag 
by the Deputies from these provinces. The 
order has been modified, but only so as to offer 
better terms to those who are willing to become 
Gerrmans. The order affects 5,000 families. 

THE BUDGET. 

A Berlin dispatch says: In the resumed de- 
bate on the budget in the Reichstag, Herr Besan- 
con, Deputy from, and Mayor of, Metz, made a 
sensational speech describing the ruinous state 
of affairs in his constituency, and asked for 
self-government for Alsace and Lorraine. He 

uoted statistics showing that property in 

rraine now is worth only half what it was 
before annexation. Untramontane Deputies 
applauded the speech. 
THE REICHSTAG. 

Berwin, March 13.—In the Reichstag to-day 
the debate on the budget was resumed. Prince 
Bismarck again opposed the suggestion for the 
organization of an Imperial Ministry. He said, 
„Imperial Ministers do not accord with the 
present Imperial institutions. The Constitution 
prescribes certain paths, within the bounds of 
which it is necessary to move, and which I shall 
not quit as long as I continue Chancellor.“ He 
then reviewed the gress of the young Ger- 
man Empire, showing it could only proceed 
slowly in the arrangement of its organization, 
but it had hitherto proceeded in the right direc- 
tion, and made practical progress. 

ROME. 
THE POPE’S ALLOCUTION. 

Rome, March 13.—The Pope delivered his 
allocution in the Consistory which was held at 
the Vatican yesterday. He passed in review 
the events since 1570, and said Italy took forci- 
ble possession of Rome at an epoch when the 
generous nation wusin sore distress. He de- 
clared that the Italian ecclesiastical laws de- 
prived him of the means of administering the 
Church, and left him only the liberty granted 
by ordinary laws. He lamented his inability to 
prevent immorality and irreligion from per- 
meating society. In conclusion he pronounced 
conciliation. impossible, and appealed to the 
foreign Bishops to invite the faithful to the 
good work of inducing their ‘Governments to 
— the position of the Holy See into considera- 

on. 


GREECE. 
THB NATIONAL FINANCES IN A BAD WAY. 

ATHENS, March 13.—In the Chamber to-day, 
Prime Minister Deligorgis showed that the 
finances were in a bad state. He said he was 
not opposed to the military preparations, but 
considered it necessary first to balance the 
budget. There was a deficiency of 2,000,000 
drachmas, and only 20,000 drachmas remained 
in the Treasury.

A “WUMPUS.” 


The Twelfth Ward of Brooktyn Net 
Over Its Dimmycratic Traces---A Solemn 
Council Sits upon the Case, and Bloody 
Noses Sit upon the Councilors---A Major- 
General Fronts the Fray.

Naw York, March 13.—A lively political row 
occurred over in Brooklyn tonight. Boss 
McLaugblin2’s Democratic “ bear garden,’’ com- 
mönly called the Democratic General Commit- 
tee of Kings County, surpassed itself. Fisti- 
cuffs are not of unfrequent occurrence during 
or at the meetings of this body, and to 
call a man a liar in “debate” is not 
regarded as a very gross infringement on what 
passes for parliamentary law. The occasion 
was the presentation of the report of the Boss’ 
Inspectors on a recent primary in the Twelfth 
Ward of Brooklyn. The ward in ques- 
tion is strongly Democratic, but a large 
proportion of its voting population refuse 
to obey in local matters the wish of Brooklyn’s 
dictator. The voters m question are led by Ald. 
Donovan, and, at the primary election held 
some weeks ago, defeated by a large 
majority the Boss“ nominees for 
the Democratic General Committee. The 
Committee, however, refused to accept 
the report of the inspectors, and ordered a new 
primary.” The last primary was carried, Don- 
ovan’s friends claim by them, but the ballots 
were counted by the Boss’ men, who de- 
clared the regular organization men elected. 
The room was crowded with the adberents of 
both sides. When the meeting was called to 
order by Mr. Freeman, Maj.-Gen. Craig, who 
heads the swallow-tail wing of the Boss’ foliow- 
ers, moved that the report of the Commit- 
tee be adopted. Col. Davis, who leads 
the reform element, moved that 
the whole matter be referred to a committee of 
seven. On this amendment the strife began. 
A dozen men tried to speak at once, and points 
of order innumerable were made. At length 
Rufus L. Scott got the floor, and charged the 
Boss’ mepesvors with the most open, barefaced 
fraud. harged them with defeating the 
will of the people by ballot-box stuffing. At 
this point Maj.-Gen. James R. Craig jumped up 
and, runping toward Scott, «aid: Lou are an 
unmitigated liar!” Half a dozen of the Boss’ 
healers, waiting only for the signal, rushed at Mr. 
Scott, but in their haste defeated their purpose 
by tumbling over each other. One statesman, 
Mr. Owen Hannakin, succeeded in striking Mr. 
Scott. Then the row became general. Benches 
were overturned, excited men jumped on 
the reporters’ table, and the din was 
terrible. In a few minutes a squad of police, 
headed by Capt. Smith, of the First Precinct, 
rushed into the room with clubs and revolvers 
drawn. Alarmed by the presence of their 
natural enemies, the roughs either fled from the 
room or subsided into such of the seats as re- 
mained — when something like order 
was restored. uring the row Mr. Freeman de- 
clared the meeting adjourned.

NATIONAL REPUDIATION. 

In the case of Croyle ve. Dreyfus and others, 
tried in London, the following figures and facts 
with regard tothe default in Government loans 
were put into evidence. The defaulting nations 
are Bolivia, Costa Rica, Ecuador, Greece, Guate- 
mala, Honduras. Iquiqui and La Noria, Mexico, 
Paraguay, Peru, San Domingo, Spain, Turkey, 
Uruguay, and Venezuela. Greece has two 5-per- 
cent loans out, amounting to £2, 800,000, issued 
in 1824 and 1825, respectiveiy. All the other loans 
of the several States date from 1851 to 1873. The 
nominal amcunt authorized is over £660, 000, 000. 
The amount sabscrioed at issue price foots up 
£2606, 123,400. The value of the amount at pres- 
ent outstanding, as near as can be ascertained, is 
£60, 256,600. The loss on the bonds outstanding 
is 542, 380. 200. Spain has the largest amount 
outstanding, say £393.844,800. On a portion of 
this sum no dividend has been paid since June 30, 
1874. Turkey has about £135,000,000 out, on 
most of which only partial dividends were paid last

1 the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, March 13.—In your issue of Sunday 
last was an article@n Constables, which meete my 
most hearty a lL The present QGonstabulary 
force of the City of Chicago are a disgrace, taken 
as a whole, to any civilized community, and, with 
but few exceptions, by their drunkenness and exor- 
bitant overcharges are a disgrace to themselves and 
a pest to all persons who have business to transact 
in the Justices’ courts of the city. Nominated and 
elected as they have been heretofore by the infia- 
ence of the bummersand slums of the city, they 
are a source of infinite aunoyance and disgust to 
the Justices and to those who have business in the 
Justices’ courts, and yet the Justices of the Peace 
have no pewer over them except to fine them when 
they are guilty of a disturbance of a Justice when 
holding court, and then the fine is only $5. 

The returne of many of the Constabies are the 
worst models of spelling that can be found 
in the English language, their conduct is 
boorish, disagreeable, imeoient, and noto- 
riously fraudulent; and even in the oflices 
of the very beat — K. „ ae — 
Justice is cone engage a con ie 
Officers to make t 4 — themselves in a re 
spectable and decorous manner. Many them 
pack juries with men even worse than themse!ves, 
and thus the Justice, however desirous he may be 
that a fair trial be had of the cause, is completely 
thwarted in all his efforts, and gross injustice is 
done. One or two of the Justices of the city have 
declared war upon the bummers aud on the pack- 
ing of juries, and one of our city Justices, after 
looking at a jury which a Constable had brought 
into his court, at once discharged and sent out of 
his room ten of the twelve jurymen for the reason 
that not one of the ten had any claim whatever to 
being a fit person to sit on a jury, but were ali con- 

dence men, bummers, loafers, and ropers-in of 

isreputable places in the city. 

Of course there are honorable exceptions among 
the Constables, and there are some of them who 
are honorable men, of good morals and unim- 

babie integrity; but they are so few that their 
— conduct cannot redeem the force from 
the foul repute which the majority bring upon 
them. The Justices of the Peace, day after day 
and hour after hour, are annoyed by complaints 
of the rascally acts of these Constables and of their

Adoption of the Metric 
System ; 


But They Wickedly Scoff at Gen. Pleas- 
onton and His Blue-Glass

The regular monthly meeting of the Academy of 
Sciences was heid last evening at No. 263 Wabash 
avenue, Mr. E. W. Biatebford presiding. Prof. 
Peabody was chosen Recording Secretary pro tem. 

After the reading of the minutes of the last meet- 
ing, the Secretary read an unusually large list of 
valuable donations from various sources. ' 

The Committee on Membership recommended for 
election Messrs. John S. Skelton and E. P. Powell. 
These gentiemen were unanimously elected mem- 
bers of the Academy. 

On motion of Prof. Peabody, Mr. Charles N. 
Holden, Jr., was elected permanent Recording 
Secretary. 

Dr. Hollister, whe was appointed at the last 
meeting to draft resolutions in regard to the metrie 
system of weights and measures, read a paper on 
this subject, giving a short history of the attempts 
to adopt a universal standard for measures, weights, 
and money, beginning with the agitation of the 
subject by Tallyrand in 1790, and tracing the 
growth of the system dovn to the time when it be- 
came perfected in its present form, in 1793. The 
system had been adopted by Holland, Belginm, 
Spain, Portugal, Italy, the German Empire, 
Greece, Roumania, British India, Mexico, and 
nearly all the South American Republics. It had also 
been adopted in part in Switzerland, Denmark, and 
Turkey, and was being used in Great Britain in 
matters of international transactions, but was for- 
bidden by law in the home trade. The system had 
been legalized in this country by the act of Con- 
gress passed in 1866. At the present day it was 
in use in governments representing fully 5, 000, 000 
of people. While the change from the old systems 
to the metric system, in a country like England or 
the United States, was as difficult as the substitu- 
tion of anew language, yet the benefits to accrue 
from such a change were, in the Doctor's opinion, 
so manifest as to overrule all objections, and the

It might bea matter of con- 
sicerable public interest to inquire why Gen. 
Pleasonton had not subjected the sweet-singing 
mosquito tothe blue glass, so that eventually, in 
case the experiment was sneceseful, people might 
retire to their draped conches and enjoy — — 
dreams unmolested. ([Laughter.) Prof. Peabody 
read further from the Blue Book. 
from which it 1 that what would 
kill ‘flies and s, supposed to 
injuriens to man, animais, and vegetables, would, 
on the other hand, fructify silk-worms’ 8, 
which are beneficial to man. In this respect, the 
biue light was certainly more discriminating than 
the rain, which, on Scripturai authority, fell on the 
just and the unjust.
